Council 
Tax set to 
be frozen 
again 


GREENWICH Council could freeze 
the Council Tax for the second year 
running if a proposal due to be put 
forward by council leader Chris 
Roberts is endorsed by the cabinet. 
It would mean that Council Tax 
has been frozen for six out of the 
last 12 years in Greenwich. 

The freeze will be introduced to 
help Greenwich residents cope 
with the tough economic climate. 

It is also part of the council’s 
“ongoing commitment to deliver 
excellent services while saving 
money at the same time”. 

Freezing Council Tax has enabled 
Greenwich to go from being the 
second highest in London being in 
the lowest third. During those 12 
years, the average London Council 
Tax increase has been £420.33. In 
Greenwich the figure has been 
£211.24 - a saving of £208.99. 

Cllr Roberts said: “This has been 
achieved without cuts in services. 
The council has still been able to 
invest in our infrastructure - with 
plans to rebuild our schools and 
modernise social housing. 

“We have secured new local 
transport links and launched 23 
nurseries for under fives, providing 
much-needed child care places. At 
a time when people are concerned 
about rising costs, we have helped 
them to keep money in their 
pockets. We have frozen charges for 
meals-on-wheels, nursery places, 
after-school clubs, library services, 
community centres, leisure centres 
and sports pitches.”

our plans in more 
detail. This is an 
ongoing process of 
dialogue. We want to 
work with local 
residents so we can 
address concerns and 
make the Games a 
fantastic experience 
for everyone.” 

New details of 
LOCOG’s plans 

include: 


• A reduction in the 
time of closure of the 
Park to four weeks 
from July 6 - August 3, 
2012 (the original 
period was six to eight 
weeks) 

• The Children’s 
Playground and 
majority of the Flower 
Garden to remain 
open throughout this 
four-week period, 
apart from the day of 
the Cross-Country 


event. 

• No planned 
residential road 
closures apart from 
Charlton Way. 

• Circus Field on 
Blackheath to be used 
as an operational 
compound to avoid the 
need for large vehicle 
access the park, 
enabling access from 
the A2 to the park and 
causing less 
disruption and impact 


to the park itself. 

LOCOG is also 
discussing ways of 
upgrading the 

Children’s Playground 
and other parts of the 
park as a legacy after 
the Games - as well as 
working on protective 
measures with 

arboricultural and 
ecological experts on a 
cross-country course 
that will not adversely 
affect any trees. 


No trees will have to 
be cut down. 

LOCOG will undergo 
a formal consultation 
process in 

October /November 
prior to the 
submission of its 
planning application 
for work to be done on 
the park in 2012.

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Businesswoman Lorraine welcomes new 
route plans and vows not to miss out this time 


AS someone who has 
enjoyed horse-riding for 
many years and even taken 
part in occasional 
competitions, Lorraine 
Turton is probably a little 
biased about the Olympics 
- especially the equestrian 
events - coming to 
Greenwich in 2012. 

But it’s as an entrepreneur, 
local businesswoman and 
chair of the East Greenwich 
Traders’ Association that 
Lorraine sees the Games as 
“marvellous commercial 
opportunity”. 

She told GT: “It’s a unique 
opportunity for the entire 
community to experience the 
most exciting and prestigious 
sporting event in the world - 
without even moving!” 

Lorraine is determined to 
enjoy it herself for a very good 
reason. She said: “I was living 
in Sydney in 2000 but returned 
to the UK just before the 
Olympics rolled into town. 
Friends told me it was quite a 
party so I’ll definitely be 
staying in Greenwich for 2012! 

“I attended the recent LOCOG 
briefing in Blackheath Halls and 
was very pleased to learn that 
they have made changes to their 
Olympic route network and now 
Trafalgar Road no longer 
features in their plans as a 
priority red route. The plan is 
now to redirect Olympic traffic 
to enter the park from the A2 
and not down Trafalgar Road. 

“As all residents and 
business owners in this area

know, Trafalgar Road 
continually suffers heavy 
congestion courtesy of 
various problems among them 
Blackwall Tunnel closures 
and never ending roadworks, 
so it’s good news for East 
Greenwich businesses that 
further traffic restrictions will 
no longer be a threat. 

“It’s no secret that East 
Greenwich businesses have 
struggled to survive in recent 
years and now at last there’s a 
life-changing opportunity to 
be had from the Olympics - but 
we need to plan well for it if 


we are to successfully claim 
our legacy. The 2012 Olympics 
really is a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity - it's the catalyst 
for change - not just for us but 
for our children’s futures.” 

Without giving any details at 
this point, Lorraine is excited 
about an Olympic initiative that 
the East Greenwich Traders 
Association and local residents 
are currently working on. She 
said: “We will be meeting 
Greenwich Council’s Olympic 
unit in the next few days to 
present them with a great idea 
to unite the entire community 
in economic regeneration. The 
East Greenwich Community 
will be sandwiched between two 


key venues and we're already 
gearing up to surf that wave.” 

Lorraine, managing director 
of Greenwich Communication 
Centre in Trafalgar Road, is 
pleased that “speculation” 
locally is on the decrease. 

“It was understandable 
because the Olympic Delivery 
Authority and LOCOG were 
very restricted in the amount 
of information they were

presenting to the people of 
Greenwich so it fuelled a lot 
of speculation and, of course, 
when a plan is a work in 
progress you just don’t have 
all the answers at the 
beginning,” said Lorraine. 

“Greenwich is in a unique 
position to have three iconic 
venues in our borough the 
scale of these unique 
sporting events and 

ceremonies are going to be 
breath-taking. We really 
can’t yet appreciate the scale 
of what is going to roll into 
our town in 2012.”

King. Another big influence was George Glazebrook, a lovely man who rose from errand boy at the ‘K.I.’ 
to layout master, columnist and author. Through this column he’s found another old K.I. stalwart...

IT was lovely to hear someone 
else but me talking about 
George Glazebrook and Charlie 
King (“such a gentle, soft 
man”), Harold Deacon and old 
George Wilberforce Neves from 
distant days of the Kentish 
Independent. 

I’d written a piece here about 
George after finding and 
buying his book ‘The Way We 
Were’ on Amazon - and asked if 
anyone else remembered him. 
Someone else did. Ted 
Unsworth, 80 this year, 
remembered him well. 

“I joined the Kentish 
Independent in 1943, days after 
my 14th birthday, and George 
rejoined the paper after coming 
back from the war,” said Ted at 
home in Garland Road, 
Plumstead, with Kathleen, his 
wife of 53 years. 

They met in Fred’s cafe, next to 
the Earl of Chatham pub in 
Woolwich - but let’s get back to 
the ‘K.I.’ crowd that celebrated 
100 years of the newspaper 
around 1950 (anyone know the 
actual year?). 

Ted had a picture of the event

plus one of a K.I. staff outing 
and a line-up of the K.I. 
musical gang that played for 
local hospitals among others. 
Let Ted the whole story: 

“I answered the advert in the 
Kentish Independent for a ‘boy : 
in the machine room. There 
were no apprenticeships 
because of the men coming 
back from the war. George 
Glazebrook and Owen Randall 
came back from Italy together. 
George worked in the office 
and married one of the office 
girls, Daphne Strange. 

“When they had the paper’s 
100th anniversary, the owner, 
George Wilberforce (Neves), 
said we should have some 
entertainment, so they formed 
their own ‘concert party’ for 
the people in the firm. It was 
George and Owen’s idea. 


“They were good days, really 
were good days. We had the 
musical at the anniversary and 
word got round about the 
concert party and, after that, 
people asked them to do a show 
for them, mostly hospitals. We 
did singing, sketches. There 
were a few army ones, doctored 
down a bit, of course. 

“The Kentish Independent was 
the best local paper. It was THE 
local paper for the Woolwich 
area. We previously had a 
midweek paper as well, the 
Plumstead News (anyone 
remember that?). They had to 
pack it up when the war 
started because they couldn’t 
have the newsprint for two 
papers. 

“George Wilberforce, as we 
knew him served his 
apprenticeship with the sister 


paper in Chatham. His family 
owned the newspaper but he 
always received his wages last. 
Then, one Friday, his father 
gave him his wage packet, £5, 
and a single ticket to Woolwich 
Arsenal. George Wilberforce 
was told: ‘Go to Woolwich, 
there’s a newspaper there for 
you.’ 

“He was a smashing old chap, 
he really was. When he died 
there was something for all his 
workers, depending how long 
you’d been there. It was a 
lovely old family firm. 

“We did all the town hall’s 
printing in those days and all 
the Arsenal’s stuff, magazines 
and scientific stuff. We did 
Siemens’ 


Ropes.” 

Ted is still a printer. He prints 
the magazine for the Church of 
the Ascension in Plumstead. 
“We got married there 53 years 
ago. It’s like a lifetime,” 
chuckled Ted. 

Also seen in Ted’s pictures are 
Harold Deacon, former sports 
editor of the K.I., motoring 
correspondent Roy Cogdell, 
Charlie King (we think - in the 
foreground of the dinner pic) 
and (in the outing pic) Peter 
Burrowes, still playing his 
journalistic trade at The Valley. 
Wonderful memories for Ted - 
and for the cub reporter who 
joined the K.I. in 1965.

He added: “I was 
pleased that people were not 
being swayed so much by 
some of the misinformation 
that’s been put around. 

“I felt there was a lot more 
support for the events in

“There are still concerns but 
that is our job to make sure 
that those concerns are not 
realised and that the park is 
looked after, which is partly 
my job on behalf of the Royal 
Parks. The ‘footfall’ of 
spectators will have a bigger 
effect than 75 horses running 
around. 

“We should take pride in

staging a top-class event that, 
with its amazing backdrop, 
will thrill the whole world as 
they see it on television. If 
that’s not great for 
Greenwich then I don’t know 
what is.” 

The involvement of young 
people, especially if some 
were able to compete, is 
particularly close to Derrick’s 
heart. He said: “This chance 
will come once in all our 
lifetimes and we should all 
rejoice that the young people 
of Greenwich and surround- 
ing areas will be able to exper- 
ience it on their doorsteps. 

“We’ve been pushing with 
the societies to keep the play- 
ground open so I’m delighted 
that’s happening. We will also 
continue to make sure that as 
much of the park as possible 
remains open to the public. 
It’s only really on the one day, 
cross-country day, that we’ll 
have a complete close-down.”

AS far as avid sports fan Mick 
Gebbett is concerned, any Olympic 
Games is “the greatest show on 
earth”. 

“And what better stage for it than 
Greenwich?” said the former Abbey 
Wood School pupil who now has a 
business in the covered market and 
chairs the Town Centre Traders’ 
Association. 

Mick was interested to hear about the 
latest ‘pluses’ to come out of last 
month’s Greenwich Societies’ meeting 
with LOCOG at the Blackheath Halls. 

“I’ve been very pleased about the 
Olympics coming to London right from 
when the bid went in,” he said. “There 
were just so many ‘positives’ from it 
around what we’d gain both in terms of 
sport and also intellectually. 

“I also think it’s absolutely brilliant 
that Greenwich borough was included 
and that, from the start, the 2012 Games 
weren’t going to be completely staged in 


East London.” 

Mick admits: “I was a little concerned 
when it was first announced that the 
equestrian event was going to be here. 
I’m not a planner of three-day events, 
but how would it fit in Greenwich Park? 

“However, it seems the plans are now 
well-advanced and any considerations 
about having enough room have been 
overcome. The backdrop of the Queen’s 
House and the National Maritime 
Museum, not to mention Greenwich 
Park as a whole, will be a fantastic 
advert for Greenwich, for the borough, 
and for London!” 

Mick added: “It has been a shame that, 
over the past year, there have been a 
number of negative comments, from 
people making unqualified statements

about ‘the destruction of the park’ and 
‘the length of time’ that the park will be 
closed. 

“As traders, I’m not sure how much 
benefit we will get from the Olympics 
itself because all the focus will be on 
the events going on. It will be a bit like 
‘London Marathon Day’.

“But I believe the Games will add a 
great deal of prestige to Greenwich - 
and we’ll draw benefit later on from 
that.” 

Mick added: “If there are going to be 
any problems enabling the event to 
take place in the park, I am sure they 
won’t be anywhere near as restrictive 
as the implementation of the London 
Marathon course every year which 
runs from Blackheath to Woolwich and 
then back into Greenwich.” 

He also has a “thought” for anyone 
worried about any rumours of 
destruction to trees in the park: “We 
lost a large number of trees in there 
during the big storm in the 1980s - and 


the park recovered. 

“Also, I was interested to see an old 
photograph in a recent book by my 
friend, Dave Ramsden, where the part 
facing onto the back of the Queen’s 
House was turned over into vegetable 
patches for the war-effort. It also 
recovered afterwards!” 

Finally, Mick has one intriguing 
challenge for traffic managers. 
“Remember Greenwich has a fantastic 
six-lane highway running through it 
and it’s called the River Thames!” he 
said. “So let’s shift as much ‘traffic’ as 
we can onto the river - and don’t 
overburden our roads and streets with 
localised problems.”

NEW rules to make dog owners more 
responsible will now apply across the 
whole borough. 

Dog Control Orders will come into force 
for the whole of Greenwich following a 
successful pilot scheme. It means people 
will have to keep dogs on leads in all public 
spaces, highways and estates in Greenwich 
(apart from some designated parks and 
open spaces) and pick up after their pets. 
The new rules will also mean people cannot 
walk more than four dogs at a time. 

Owners caught not complying will face up 
to a £1000 fine. The Dog Control Orders will 
be enforced by council officers, police 
offices, local wardens and Police 


Community Support Officers. 

Dog owners will be able to exercise their 
dogs off the lead at designated parks and 
open spaces which will be clearly 
signposted. 

The new laws were agreed by Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet, after a pilot scheme and 
a wide survey of residents who showed 
their support for the boroughwide 
expansion of the scheme. 

The new rules will come into force once 
the new signage is in place in about a 
month’s time. In the meantime, a leaflet 
will be sent out giving full details of the 
new laws. Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s Cabinet Member for 


Neighbourhood Services, said: “It makes 
total sense to bring these orders in across 
the whole of Greenwich, and shows we’ve 
listened to residents and taken their views 
on board - public support for this move was 
overwhelming. 

“It means we now have the powers to 
clamp down on the few irresponsible dog 
owners who leave dogs off the lead or fail to 
pick up after them, and still means there is 
plenty of space for people to responsibly 
exercise their animals off the lead.”

Carl, 
from Thamesmead, enjoyed the 
hot chocolate break half-way 
through the two-hour session! 

Millennium Primary’s new 
‘Forest School’ plans include 
looking at the changing 
seasons, making dens, mapping 
and bug-hunting during the 
year. 

Kelly said: “All sessions are 
planned for and structured. 
However, within this structure, 
children are encouraged to 
choose for themselves the 
activities they wish to 
participate in.” 

Forest Schools are being 
introduced right across the 
borough.

Making Woolwich the centre of attraction 


I F ever a town deserves a big 
and important share of the 
limelight, Woolwich does. 
Decades of neglect in the 
last century are finally 
giving way to exciting 
regeneration - and what better 
to look forward to from here 
than staging the shooting 
events in the 2012 London 
Olympics? 

As with Greenwich Park, 
Woolwich Barracks will have an 
iconic backdrop that will one 
day illustrate magic memories 
for competitors and spectators 
alike.

Woolwich Barracks have been

It still boasts many listed 
buildings. 

Cllr Roberts added: “These 
deep-rooted associations make

“I’m delighted to say we have 
all-party support in Greenwich 
for the shooting to be held at 
Woolwich Barracks.” 

Cllr Spencer Drury, leader of 


the Conservative opposition in 
Greenwich, told GT: “The 
opportunity to host the 2012 
Games event in Woolwich is 
symbolic of the renewal of this 
part of London. It brings 
confidence to residents and 
businesses alike for the future 
prospects of the town.”

THE World Gymnastics Championships 
2009 is at The 02 from October 13, and it 
is the first time it has been held in 
London. 

The event, which runs until October 18, 
features the Great Britain team that 
came away from the Beijing Games last 
year with their heads held high. 

Louis Smith made Olympic history by 
being the first British gymnast to win an 
individual medal at the Olympic Games 
for 100 years, competing in the Pommel 
Horse Final and winning a Bronze medal 
in China. 

Daniel Keatings was the star of the 2008 
Junior European Championships in 
Switzerland with four Gold medals, 
while Beth Tweddle won the 2006 World 
and European titles on A. Bars, and 
narrowly missed to medal at the Games 
in Beijing finishing in 4th. 

The best gymnasts in the world 
representing China, Japan, USA, 
Romania, Russia, Poland, France 
amongst others, will be at the venue in 
North Greenwich, competing in a variety 
of disciplines. 

The qualification round starts with eye- 
watering stretches and super human 
feats from the top 24 men and women, 
who proceed to the Individual All Round 
Finals later in the contest. 

The top eight competitors on each piece 
of the 6 apparatus for men and 4 
apparatus for women will make a 
challenge for the medals in the 
Apparatus Finals, but no scores from the 
Qualification round are carried over to 
the Finals. 

Men’s qualifying takes place on Tuesday, 
October 13 between 10am and 10pm 
with the Women’s qualifying competition 
on October 14 between the same times. 
Thursday sees the Men’s All Round 
Final from 6.30 - 9pm and October 1 6 is 
the Women’s All Round Final. The more 
well known and fun-to-watch events 
take to the floor on the weekend.

Fairtrade amnesty on bargain books in Blackheath 


THERE is a book amnesty in Greenwich 
next month. Well, sort of. Blackheath and 
Greenwich Amnesty International group 
is holding a fund-raising book sale on 
Saturday, November 14. 

The annual clearance is at the Church of 
the Ascension, Dartmouth Row, and 
books will be on sale at prices starting 
from 20p. The wordy sell-off opens its 
doors like a well-thumbed copy of Lady 
Chatterley’s Lover at 1 0am, and closes 
them like an unloved IT Management 


bible at 4pm. The local group has wormed 
its way though thousands of books from a 
variety of sources, including publishers 
and book reviewers as well as individual 
donors. Many of the picked -up papers are 
brand new, and there are plenty of 
bargains to be found. Now in its 35th year 
of yarn peddling, the book sale is 
established as Amnesty International’s 
most successful local fundraising event 
in the UK, and has raised over £165,000 
overthe annals of time like a thrifty

4 may be, but the 

classics can be a 
^ little hard to 

digest. After all, Shakespeare 
was written for the stage, and 
reading it aloud to the titters of 
class clowns in latter school life 
understandably fails to ignite 
the imagination. Visual clues 
bring the great playwrights to 
life - seeing the thing as it was 
meant to be helps the garbled 
jargon make sense. 

And a pioneering theatre 
project being piloted in the 
borough is set to bring the 
stage right into the classroom. 
Stage on Screen was set up a 
couple of years ago by three 
business partners mad about 
the theatre, and like Shelly’s 
Frankenstein, they cobbled it 
together and made a monster 
tool for getting school agers 
interested in ‘the craft.’ 

To awaken the magic of the 
stage for schools and fans 
alike, performances of two 
classics, Dr Faustus and The 
School for Scandal, will be 
filmed on five different 
cameras at Greenwich Theatre 
later this month. It is hoped 
that the multi-angle filming 
method will capture the 
essence of treading the boards 
- a facet often lost with static 
one-camera jobs. 

Director of the company, Phil 
Rees told Scene : “About a year 
ago we came to Greenwich with 
the proposal that we wanted to 
put classic plays on to DVD, 
filming them as if one were a 
member of the audience. 

“My partners and I were 
looking to record a West End 
play. As we looked further into 
it, the bit that interested us 


was that schools don’t have the 
plays they teach on film. As the 
idea developed we got more 
into the education side of it.” 
And there is pedigree in the 
team to suggest the Dragons’ 
Den type venture may take off. 
“Our video man is a guy called 
Chris Cowey, who used to be 
head of Top of the Pops for the 
BBC,” Phil added. 

But there was a slice of luck 
that helped bring the whole 
heady cocktail together. 

“It was huge serendipity that 
we came down to Greenwich 
looking for a theatre venue or 
a company who would put the 
plays on. Greenwich Theatre 
said they were looking to get 
their theatre company up and 
running again after ten years 


of doing only panto so this was 
perfect for them.” 

The plays chosen are on at the 
theatre on Crooms Hills now 
until October 17, alternating 
matinee and evening 
performances. 

“We’ve done an awful lot of 
research with teachers about 
this on the plays they most often 
want to see and teach,” Phil said. 
The 12-actor cast are performing 
both plays - which has a benefit 
for a touring company. 

“It means that on a two-week 
run, theatres can pick and 
choose how many of each they 
want - ten of one, four of the 
other, for example.” 

Filming will take place on the 
last day’s performance, but 
shouldn’t affect viewing 


pleasure. 

“We aren’t selling seats that 
might be obscured by cameras 
and the cameras won’t be moving 
around too much,” Phil added. 
Films of the plays are on 
general release and packaged 
for school use from November

When the apple fell from the 
tree on to namesake Issac’s 
head, it could be reasoned 
that Newton Faulkner fell 
from another tree - the 
Unlucky Tree, hitting every 
branch on the way down. 

The yin and yang of our rich 
tapestry invariably evens 
itself out however, and 
Newton’s luck changed when 
music industry sales went 
belly up and young people 
stopped buying records. 
Geniuses at the major labels 
decided that the template for 
bland vacuous music - set 
across the water by acoustic 
surf-rocker Jack Johnson - 
was the only way to keep 
commercial music’s bloated 
carcass from being devoured 
by sharks. 

Newton Faulkner’s own 
brand of well-trodden 
acoustic balladry is popular 
among housewives, surfers, 
and others. 

And if record sales are a 
measure of success, then 
Faulkner is a very successful

Signed to Sony BMG in 2007,

interludes is a cap nod to 
more streetwise rap albums 
of the now. First Time has the 
feel of So era Peter Gabriel 
and Over and Out is also 
strong. 

But whilst pleasant, lead 
single If This Is It is unlikely 
to reach the heights of Dream 
Catch Me, and there are other 
problems with the record. 
Some of the low points 
include a harmony vocal on 
Badman which flounders 
helplessly in the no-man’s-

Physical theatre 


East is best 
at theatre 

STEPHEN Berkoff’s East is 
the tale of five East End souls 
in the 1950s, their 
experiences and memories of 
love, sex and violence written to 
feature a cocktail of cockney rhyming 
slang and Shakespearian English. 

The expletive-ridden production at the 
Greenwich Playhouse was not for the 
faint hearted. Cutting through the florid 
English with slashing hacks, frequent 
use of the c-word certainly grabbed the 
attention, if at the cost of inducing a 
wince or two. 

Directed by Adrian Figueroa, the 
interpretation of East was a good one. 
Cleverly making the most of a 
minimalist set that consisted of no 
more than five black boxes in the small 
auditorium, the cast ensured that the 
audience’s attention was held 
throughout the 72-minute production. 
Intelligently restrained performances 
from the cast of five young debutantes 
demonstrated their understanding of 
Berkoff’s infatuation with physical 
theatre. Charlie Fairless in his portrayal 
of Mike, a sexually charged youth at the 
centre of East deserves a particular 
mention for his skill in bringing 
likeability to an otherwise despicable 
character. Rather than shocking the 
audience with his lewd conduct and 
sickening behaviour in his role, Fairless 
came across as a small stage Danny 
Dyer with twice the charm. 

And it was not just the performers who 
were new to the craft. The well- 
received and sold-out run from 
September 22 until October 4 was 
produced by Talking Props Productions, 
a theatrical company recently formed 
by graduates from the University of 
Greenwich. 

Director Figueroa stayed true to the 
text throughout, replacing sets and 
props with the type of descriptive mime 
and vocal work that forms the basis of 
any Berkoff play. The family beach-trip 
scene provided an excellent example of 
how five actors and an empty space can 
create a believable environment, with 
Mekala Oxley’s portrayal of an irked 
seagull the stand out moment of the 
sequence. 

East was a play that intended to shock. 
Damien Hallett’s deftly performed 
monologue described an unintentional 
incestuous encounter in a darkened 
cinema between his character (Mum) 
and son Mike. Hallett’s initial 
excitement turned to horror providing 
one of the most captivating moments of 
the performance. If there were any 
criticisms of the Talking Props 
production, it would be that the second 
act, at a speedy twenty minutes, really 
wasn’t long enough to warrant having 
an interval. The play could have been 
performed as one act with equal, if not 
bigger impact on the audience. 

The use of very strong language 
throughout Berkoff’s text meant that 
East was certainly not for the young or 
the easily offended. That aside, the 
enthusiastic audience reaction paid a 
fitting tribute to Figueroa’s well 
executed interpretation.

YOU could understand 
Charlton’s travelling 
support celebrating this 
result as a victory. 

That’s the way it felt to them 
after a solidly professional 
performance earned the 
Addicks a valuable point, the 
significance of which will 
become clearer later this season. 

Hammered 3-0 by Colchester in 
midweek, the same loyal away 
contingent travelled to Yorkshire 
in understandably apprehensive 
mood. The manner in which 
Charlton caved in at Weston 
Homes Community Stadium 
hardly inspired confidence in 
their chances against League 
One’s unbeaten leaders. But the 
Addicks buckled down and 
deserved to share the spoils. 

One man doesn’t make a team, 
of course, but the first starting 
appearance of Sam Sodje since 
recently returning to Charlton 
made the crucial difference.

Like Gemma, Rem has a lot to 
thank Metro for. She said: “It’s a 
good club, there’s always lots of 
people to fight and it’s good 
training. My coaches, Mick and 
Paul Murphy, put me on the senior 
mat with the older members. 

“It’s hard training - we go for runs 
round Greenwich Park - but it’s 
good. Starting Blocks is really 
good as well because it allows me 
to travel to compete. 

“The possibility of competing in 
2012 is really exciting. My friends 
are almost as excited as me!” 

Rem will be competing in the 
nationals in Sheffield in a 
fortnight’s time. “I’ll be in the 
Under 15k again,” she said. “I 
made the age band by 15 days so 
I’ll be about the youngest there but 
I should still do well. I won the 
trials for it.” 

Remziye is such a likeable young 
lady that it’s hard to imagine her 
being aggressive, but she said: 

“I’m very determined and I think 
you have to be aggressive when 
you compete.” 

She uses Ipponseonagi, Uchimata 
and Tai-Otoshi as her main throws 
- so don’t say you haven’t been 
warned!

New council alcohol 
campaign targets 
under-age drinking 


A new campaign 
targeting young 
people to promote 
safe drinking and 
responsible 

behaviour has been launched 
by Greenwich Council and the 
police. 

It aims to reduce under-age 
drinking and the anti-social 
behaviour and crime that often 
accompanies it. 

In the second of four 4-page 
specials, Greenwich Time 
brings you the latest on the bid 
to tackle these growing 
problems. 

The campaign is a clear sign 
that the council is revving up its 
efforts to confront and deal with 
young people who are involved 
in alcohol-related anti-social 
behaviour. 

The campaign launch is the 
council's decisive response to 
increasing evidence of the 
impact drinking is having on 
young people's long and short- 
term health as well as their 
chance of being involved in 
risky situations when drunk. 

The new measures being taken 
include: 

• Extra patrols by Safer 
Neighbourhood teams to 
confiscate alcohol from young 
people found drinking in public 
spaces. 

• Youth workers targeting 
young people in areas of 
concern. 

• Improvements to the 
environment of young people. 

• Raising the awareness of and 
making available positive youth 
activities and programmes 
across the borough. 

• Highlighting the health risks 
to young people who binge 
drink. 

• Offering guidance and 
support to parents if they are 
concerned about their child 
drinking under-age. 

• Test purchases of alcohol at 
off-licences and corner shops 
and possible convictions to 
address the sale of alcohol to 
under-age people. 

To tackle the problem of young 
people and alcohol-related 
anti-social behaviour 


Greenwich Council is adopting 
a three-pronged approach of 
entorcement, education and 
exciting activities. 

Enforcement measures include 
police and Safer 
Neighbourhood teams 
approaching young people 
who drink in public to contiscate 
any alcohol. Each team will pay 
particular attention to the areas 
in their wards where young 
people gather and consume 
alcohol and those stopped will 
be required to give their names 
and addresses. 

The police and trading 
standards will also monitor the 
sale of alcohol to those who are 
under-age. If an outlet is caught 
selling alcohol to under-age 
young people, the council will 
consider reviewing its licence 
after one offence. 

Education will help young 
people and their parents to be 
more aware of the risks of 
drinking alcohol and they will 
be urged to take more 
responsibility for their drinking. 
Positive activities, such as sport, 
will be targeted in areas of 
concern to help remove young 
people from the harm caused 
by alcohol and help them 
realise that drinking is not the 
only option. 

Greenwich Council is acting 
because national statistics show 
that although the proportion of 
teenagers who drink regularly is 
falling, those who do drink are 
consuming much more than 
before. 

Worrying figures also highlight 
that many young people start 
drinking from a very young age 
which can cause serious health 
problems. For example, new 
evidence shows that binge 
drinking can impair adolescent 
brain development. 

Those who drink too much can 
put themselves and others at 
risk. For example, alcohol can 
contribute to unacceptable 
behaviour by young people that 
can cause problems in the 
community through anti-social 
behaviour or crime.

IT was Friday night and word 
spread like wildfire among the 
estate’s young people. 

Within minutes of arriving at the 
ball court on the Coldharbour 
estate, two football coaches from 
Charlton Athletic were swamped 
with 20 excited young people 
eager to j oin new five-a-side 
teams. 

They all signed-up for the hour- 
long course which takes place on 
Friday nights for six weeks 
between 7-8pm because they 
believe there’s little or nothing for 
them to do at weekends on the 
estate. 

Raising awareness of these 
sessions and other exciting 
activities is part of Greenwich 
Council’s campaign to divert 
young people from under-age 
drinking in the borough. 

Girls as young as 10 years through 
to lads of 19 joined in the football 
sessions, organised by Charlton 
Athletic FC and funded by 
Greenwich Council, on the ball 
court near the adventure 
playground off Crouch Croft. 
Charlton Athletic community 
football coach Billy Senington, 19, 
said: “We were amazed at the level 
of interest. We had hoped to 
attract a few youngsters but this 


was a fantastic response. 

“It shows how eager young people 
are to do something positive in the 
evenings instead of hanging 
around the streets and drinking. 
“Depending on how successful 
this session continues to be, there 
is the possibility of forming a 
Coldharbour team which can then 
join a league and play against 
other estates. I hope we can do 
that because some of the boys and 
girls have played some really good 
football.” 

Leigh Richards, 19, who lives on 
Coldharbour said: “I feel sorry 
for the youngsters on the estate 
who haven’t reached 18 like 
me, when there are more 
options for going out to 
pubs and clubs. 

Because they’re 
bored, there’s 
nothing for them 
to do and so they end up 
drinking, doing no good 
and getting into trouble. 

This football project is 
breaking that cycle.” 

Lewis Ford, 15, said: “If 
it wasn’t for this football 
I’d be doing nothing on 
Friday nights along with 
my mates. We would find a 
spot and sit there for ages, 



jamming and chilling. A lot of 
drinking happens on this estate to 
pass the time. 

“When we were 12 and 13 there 
were things we could get involved 
with but now I’m 15 it’s not the 
same. We dream of having an 
Astroturf football pitch and a 
room where we can watch a big 
flat TV screen.” 

Charlton Athletic community 
football coach Steve Bannan, 20, 
who helped run the five-a-side 
sessions, said: “If we get requests 
to come every week we can 
form an estate team which 
would have a more permanent 
presence on Coldharbour and 
youngsters could go on to play 
in other football clubs’ estates 
» leagues.” 

Matt Horne, Greenwich 
' Social Inclusion Officer 
for Charlton Athletic, 
said: “The council’s STEIP 
(Support Through Early 
Intervention) panel 
recommended that Coldharbour’s 
ball court would be a good venue 
to engage young people from the 
estate on a Friday evening with 
these sessions. They are now 
doing something positive when 
they could be wandering round 
the streets getting restless.”

Engaging young people in physical activity 


“As Charlton Athletic FC is 
based in Greenwich, 
Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust is 
conscious of having a 
positive influence with the 
programmes they deliver in 
the borough. 

“The trust runs a variety of 
schemes in Greenwich, 
targeting disadvantaged 
areas and estates. It offers 
coaching sessions to 
connect with young people 
and develop their potential, 
with the aim of creating a 
safer, stronger and more 
respectful community. 
Kickz, is a joint initiative 
between the football 
industry and the police and 
is one of the schemes noted 
for this. 

“It engages young people 
in physical activity, 
offering opportunity for 
playing, coaching and 
officiating. While it 
increases interest and 
connections within the 



professional game, it also 
helps to tear down the wall 
between young people and 
the police. Kickz is seen to 
help reduce crime and anti- 
social behaviour, while also 
encouraging the creation of 
routes into education, 
training and employment. 
“It is a similar story for 
the estate-based sessions. 
Statistics show that crime 
figures and anti-social 
behaviour reports decrease 


dramatically when an 
evening session is 
delivered. The key is that 
young people are off the 
streets, engaged in physical 
activity, developing their 
social skills and expanding 
their options. 

“These evening sessions 
vary from team 
tournaments to specialist 
training drills. There is 
also the possibility to 
progress from these 


evening sessions into a 
Greenwich Central Estates 
League. This is where sides 
from each evening session 
on the different estates 
compete against each other 
over a season in games 
staged at Charlton’s 
Sparrows Lane training 
ground. 

“It encourages cooperation 
and respect between young 
people from neighbouring 
areas, who in some cases 
might barely even speak to 
each other, as they are 
brought together to play 
football. 

“During the last season, 
participants from the 
estates made 680 visits over 
13- weeks. They were often 
joined by parents, family 
and youth workers, whose 
presence contributed to the 
success of the project.”

Tom's back on track for a bright future 


TRAINEE youth worker Tom Breeds 
is on a mission to help his peers stay 
on the straight and narrow. 

Why? Because the 19-year-old 
knows how under-age drinking and 
causing anti-social behaviour can 
wreck lives. 

Tom was just 15 when binge 
drinking fuelled his bad behaviour. 
He started to cause trouble on the 
streets and strayed into gang culture 
before making a crucial decision at 
the age of 17 to turn his life around. 

Now he does part-time voluntary 
work for Greenwich Council’s team 
of 20 youth workers who operate on 
the borough’s streets helping young 
people at risk of offending or 
causing anti-social behaviour often 
through drinking too much alcohol. 

“I certainly haven’t been a good boy 
for the whole of my teenage years,” 
said Tom. “But by doing this work I 
see young people making the same 
mistakes and getting into the same 
trouble as me and I have a chance to 
help them before it’s too late. 


“Because I’m only 19 most of the 
young people I meet in the course of 
my work have a lot of respect for me 
and how I’ve got my life back on 
track. I get on well with them and 
really enjoy what I do. 

“I go out on the streets with other 
youth workers late at night and we 
approach groups of young people 
getting up to no good.” 

Tom drifted into trouble at the age 
of 15. “I was binge drinking and used 
to get completely whacked on strong 
cider. This certainly didn’t help my 
behaviour on the streets." 

One night he came to the defence 
of an Asian boy. Tom said: “My 
cousin is mixed race and I couldn’t 
stand by watching this boy being 
picked on. After sticking up for him, 
we got friendly. He turned out to be a 
gang member and I met up with him 
and other members at weekends. 

“But it became clear this wasn’t 
just a group of friends meeting up on 
a Saturday night to have a good time. 
There was a strong underlying

message we were going to get up to 
no good that night. We got together 
to cause trouble. That’s my definition 
of a gang. 

“Some of the friendlier members I 
classed as friends but as I got older I 
came to realise they weren’t my 


friends at all. At one point there 
were as many as 200 gang members 
and many boasted about what they’d 
done, but I didn’t. I was lucky I was 
only arrested once for possession of 
a weapon. 

“I broke the news to my mum over 
time that I was hanging around with 
a gang after she saw me coming 
home with marks and cuts on my 
face where I’d been fighting. 

“She was extremely disappointed 
in me if anything. She didn’t punish 
me though for fear of pushing me 
further into the gang. Some nights I 
didn’t come home until 3am and she 
had phoned all the hospitals 
searching for me.” 

Tom’s decision to move away from 
anti-social behaviour and binge 
drinking was prompted by the death 
of a friend at the age of 18. 

“It forced me to step back and look 
at what I was doing and it made me 
sick. I thought, now I have to grow 
up. I’m at a crossroads and my life 
could go one way or the other. What 


way do I want it to go? 

“Now I only have a drink once every 
couple of months and having 
decided to make the break, I met the 
gang at weekends for an hour and 
then I went my own way.” 

The part-time voluntary youth 
work is rewarding and Tom finds it 
challenging too. He said: “We work 
with young people to help them 
realise there is a different path to 
alcohol and anti-social behaviour. I 
can help them to make that step but 
they have to take it themselves. 

“It’s great to have the chance to 
help young people stay out of the 
sort of trouble that I got into whether 
it’s with alcohol or trouble on the 
streets. I would never have imagined 
doing this job when I left school.” 

The Targeted Youth Support 
Detached Team is part of Greenwich 
Council’s Integrated Youth Support 
Service and works in 33 different 
locations supporting around 250 
young people a week across the 
borough.

Police patrols focus on under-age drinkers

A police patrol targeting 
young people drinking 
alcohol on the streets 
stopped and searched 40 of 
them in just one hour on a 
recent Friday night. 

Not all of them were 
carrying bottles or cans but 
officers seized a small 
quantity of alcohol and 
cigarettes. However in just 
over a month, over 50 bottles 
and cans including vodka, 
beer, lager and cider have 
been confiscated from young 
people. 

Places on the Coldharbour 
estate have been highlighted 
as hotspots for youths 
congregating and 

consuming alcohol and 
Operation Elouise is part of 
the police and Greenwich 
Council’s response to the 
problem. 

It was on this estate that, 
among others, the patrol 
team recently stopped and 
searched a 17-year-old lad 
who was carrying a carrier 
bag containing cans of lager. 
He was gently persuaded to 
take them back to a nearby 
relative’s house or have 
them confiscated. 

Shortly after, a group of 
four young lads who had 
congregated on the 
pavement outside a house 
were searched and a bottle of 
vodka was seized. 

Then a few minutes later, a 
group of nine 15-16-year-olds, 
including six girls, who were 
sitting in Altash Way 
playing fields, were 
approached and stopped. 

Police officers Matt 
Cosgrave and Andy Yerlett 
and PCSOs Chris Daniels 
and Rebecca Clifford 
explained to them the 
dangers of under-age 
drinking and how the 


behaviour of intoxicated 
individuals affects the 
community. 

They also encouraged them 
to become involved in 
activities such as sports 
activities and Charlton 
Athletic’s Kickz football 
project. 

Insp Jas Sandhu from 


Eltham Police station said: 
“Officers received good 
feedback from the local 
community who are being 
reassured by the extra 
patrols. 

“And it has been an 
excellent opportunity for the 
police officers and PCSOs to 
give advice to the young 


people about the dangers of 
drinking alcohol. The young 
people told officers that they 
did not want to cause 
problems but felt they had 
nothing else to do.” 

The extra Friday and 
Saturday night patrols from 
6 to 10pm take place on 
Coldharbour both on foot 
and with a police car for high 
visibility patrolling. 

They are part of Greenwich 
Council’s new campaign to 
promote safe drinking and 
responsible behaviour. It 
aims to reduce under-age 
drinking and the anti-social 
behaviour and crime that 
often accompanies it. 
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When people 
behave badly 

ANTI-social behaviour is a serious 
problem that can cause deep distress 
and nuisance. 

This is why Greenwich Council has a 
dedicated team that works with the 
police and other partners to deal with a 
minority of residents who behave anti- 
socially. But when is someone behaving 
anti-socially? 

Anti-social behaviour (ASB) is defined in 
law as "behaviour which causes, or is 
likely to cause, harassment, alarm or 
distress to others.” It is a continuous or 
longstanding situation where victims are 
repeatedly subjected to abuse from 
people who are usually known to them. 
Examples of behaviour that could be 
regarded as anti-social could include 
noise nuisance, such as playing loud 
music or slamming doors, using or 
threatening violence, abusive language, 
motorcycle nuisance, firework nuisance, 
dogs barking and fouling, street or 
residential drug dealing, graffiti, 
offensive drunkenness, intimidation and 
vandalism. 

There are a number of ways that reports 
of anti-social behaviour are dealt with 
by Greenwich Council. These include 
warning letters, interviews, contracts 
and agreements, fixed penalty notices 
and penalty notices for disorder, 
parenting orders and Individual Support 
Orders, noise abatement notices, 
injunctions, dispersal powers, Anti- 
Social Behaviour Orders, Premises 
Closure Orders and possession 
proceedings against a tenant. 

Depending on the type of action taken, a 
number of agencies including the police, 
local authorities, registered social 
landlords, housing trusts and youth 
offending teams may be involved. 

You can help tackle anti-social 
behaviour by reporting all incidents you 
witness. If it is an ongoing situation, 
keep a record of the events in a diary, 
note the dates, times and how the 
behaviour affects you.
